For 20 years I have been buying accumulations, stocks and collections of 
every conceivable size and variety. Also, with every year that went by there 
has been а steady growth of business especially the past two years when I 
introduced the Philatelic Maps and only recently the Title Pages of the 
Nations. 


In all that time I’ve never really had the time to adequately’ break up 
such purchases. A collection would come in, its main points of interest 
noted, then promptly taken out and assigned to whatever collectors would be 
likely wanting such and then the balance would be put aside to be dealt with 
when there would be some leisure time. That was just a mirage! Ina week 
or so another collection or accumulation would come in and the piles of useful 
remainders just kept growing, overflowing all available office space into the 
home, filling up two spare rooms, overflowing into the basement and creating 
slightly strained relations to say the least. 


The 
vast recent increase of new accounts necessitates a new office building ad- 
equately furnished with the most modern high speed mailing and printing 
equipment. ‘Work will commence on this building as soon as materials are 
available. The problem of space will then Бе solved and I could move all these 
remainder accumulations into the new building when ready. There are just 
two simple facts: There still will never be the time to break up these lots 
the way they should be made up, secondly it pains me exceedingly even to con- 
template moving all those stacks of boxes, etc., into a brand new building 
where they would only take up space. 


Therefore, in the next several months I’m out to get rid of these апа the 
best way is simply to offer good old fashioned clearance lots. While there are 
millions of the common stamps there also are any number of medium and 
better grade items in these remainder lots and any general collector will have 
the time of his life sorting out one lot, that is a certainty. 


So wh2t I’m offering is a job lot of mostly older stamps, useful to any 
general collector and the price is $25.00 PER LOT. So bulky are the lots that 
I cannot send these on approval. It will have to be cash in advance, but rest 
assured the value would be so great no one will ever want to return one of 
these assortments, which of course can be done if the lot received is judged 
to be unsatisfactory. 


In making up these assortments I shall] not value the cheaper stamps in 
апу way. (However as the weight of these may be considrable (Many are still 
on covers or pieces of paper) I do ask that postaze be paid at the rate of 14c 
per lb. It is best to include up to $1.40 extra as each buyer will get up too 10 
lbs. of this cheaper material (amongst which may be many useful items) at 
no charge other than postage. Refund will be made of any excess postage if 
I do send less than 10 10. parcel to any one party. 


As it is always my policy to vive Mailing List Subscribers extra value 
whenever possible, all such in addition receive some surplus new issue items 
worth at least $5.00 net at no charge with regular $25.00 lot as above. If the 
buyer is not already a Mailing List Subscriber, enclose $2.00 extra or a year's 
subscription which will then entitle the buyer to this additional value plus 
the other numerous advantages such members get.

"THE PIPE OF PEACE" 
AT E.T.S.C. 


Monday evening, March 4th, was 
an outstanding night at the East 
Toronto Stamp Club, the feature 
being a film very kindly shown by 
Mr. Harry Strange with music ac- 
companiment being most suitably 
supplied by Miss F. Miller. 

The “Pipe of Peace”, a full length 
moving picture play in natural color, 
was written and produced by Mr. H. 
C. Strange. It was filmed in the 
summers of 1938-39, at Lake Joseph, 
Muskoka, and as far as it was pos- 
sible, everything was as authentic as 
it could be, even to the building of a 
section of one of the old British 
forts. The picture portrayed the 


cementing of friendship between the 


British and the Ogibwa Indians in 
1770. The “Peace Pipe", carved ош 
of stone by Indians was obtained 
from Mr. Luxton, of Banff. In addit- 
ion, Mr. Luxton loaned his valuable 
collection of Indian Costumes.

Editors Note:—With the 95th Anni- 
versary of the Canada Pence issue, 
now with us, we feel fortunate at this 
time in having Mr. Wellburn's article 
on the Six Pence stamp. And herewith 
we publish (side ‘by side) for compar- 
ison copies from the engraving and 
the Six Pence stamp. Also, on ор- 
posite page we feel that 15 15 appropri- 
ate to show a reproduction from the 
Chalon portrait from which the com- 
panion 12d stamp was made. 


The 1851 “Репсе” Canadian stamps 
wil be ninety-five years old this 
year, yet for nearly a century, there 
has been some uncertainty as to the 
origin of the portrait on the 6d 
denomination. It is hoped that this 
brief paper will clear up the mystery. 


three pence stamp of 1851 was 
the work of Sir Sanford Flem- 
ing, then Surveyor-General of 
Canada, and most of us know 
that the diademed head of Queen 
Victoria upon the celerated 12d 
value was adapted from the 
state portrait by A. E. Chalon, 
R.A., yet the source of the com- 
panion likeness of the Prince 
Consort that adorns the 6d 
denomination has still to be re- 
vealed.” 


In Howes “Canada” 15 the state- 
ment: 


“The 6d...contains a Port- 
rait of Albert, the Prince Соп-

In an article “Canadian Stamp De- 
signs” by Douglas B. Armstrong, in 
STAMP COLLECTING, Aug. 11, 
1934, is stated: 


“Every philatelist who studies 
his catalogue must be aware 
that the “Beaver” design of the

Consort. It has been impossible 
to trace the original of the  pic- 
ture, though diligent search has 
been made." 


And further, in “Masterpieces of 
Engraving” (Robson Lowe, 1943) the 


8 


stamps of the 1851 issue of Canada 
receive this comment: 


*Other than the first value, the 
threepence (designed by Sir San- 
ford Fleming), the names of de- 
signers and actual engravers are 
not known." 


It is also worth mentioning that 
at one time there was some confusion 
as to just who was represented by 
the portrait on the 6d stamp, and in 
some early catalogues and philatelic 
writings, the portrait is said to be 
Lord Elgin, who was the Governor- 
General of Canada when the stamp 
was issued. 

Accompanying this paper is a re- 
production of an engraving, which 
has been in my collection for many 
years, and which is undoubtedly the 
source of the portrait on the 6d 
stamp. The steel engraving is ap- 
proximately eight by eleven inches, 
and is inscribed in fine script at the 
bottom: 

“Prince Albert 
Engraved under the superintendence 
of Mr. Chas. Heath by W. H. 
Egleton from a Drawing by 
W. Drummond, Esq.” 
and below is the printer’s imprint in 
small capitals: 
“John & Fredk. Tallis, London, 
Edinburgh & Dublin” 


Note that in this inscription, the 
engraver of the portrait is just plain 
«W. Н, Egleton"; Chas. Heath, who 
superintended the engraving 15 
*Mr.", and the artist rates “У. 
Drummond, Esq.” There seem to 
be some fine points of social dis- 
tinction here, which would be inter- 
esting to have explained. 

The engraving is not dated, but 
would be around 1840. Prince Albert 
and Queen Victoria were married on 
February 19, 1840, at which time the 
Prince was twenty-one years old. 

Charles Heath was the father of 
Frederick Heath, and it is generally 
assumed: that father and son, work- 
ing together, engraved the profile of 
Queen Victoria for the first stamp 
—the famous “Penny Black” of 
Great Britain in 1840. Chas. Heath 
died in 1848. | 

Now, having disclosed the source 
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of the portrait, we go back to Mr. 
Douglas B. Armstrong's article оп 
Canadian Stamp Designs, in which 
he reveals to us the actual engraver 
of the portrait on the 6d stamp. To 
quote again from STAMP COL- 
LECTING: (referring to 6d and 12d:) 


"Both of these portrait vign- 
ettes were engraved for Messrs. 
Rawdon, Wright, Hatch & Ed- 
son, by an engraver named 
Alfred Jones. Born at Liver- 
pool, England, in 1819, he emi- 
grated to America and was ар- 
prenticed to the firm in question 
in 1834. Later he studied at the 
National Academy of Design in 
New York and was awarded the 
first prize in 1839, becoming a 
member of the American Acad- 
ету in 1851, the year in which 
he produced the Canadian stamp 
dies. Jones met his death 
through an accident in 1900. It 
may be assumed that he was the 
author of other stamp dies of 
his period, but of these there is 
no present record." 





It was a kindly gesture on the part 
of the Canadian government to por- 
tray the Prince Consort, as well as 
Queen Victoria, on the first Can- 
adian stamp issue. | 


The Prince had а difficult position 
to maintain as the husband of the 
constitutional monarch, and was 
frustrated in any attempts he made 
to assist in matters of the state. He 
became interested in education, social 
and industrial reform, and it was his 
idea, and due to his efforts, that The 
first International, or “Great Exhib- 
ition” was held in the Crystal Palace 
in 1851. To this exhibition Canada 
sent samples of her natural wealth 
—timber, ore, and agricultural prod- 
ucts; and also examples of Canadian 
handicraft which included “half-a- 
dozen chairs, worked in worsted and 
silk by the ladies of Montreal, ‘for 
England's Queen'." 

The opening day was May 1, and 
by a coincidence the stamp bearing 
his portrait was issued in Canada 
shortly after. The contemporary 
illustrations of the Prince, in the Ш- 
ustrated London News show an older 
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man than is depicted on the 6d 
stamp. As we can sense that the 
opening of The Great Exhibition was 
one of the happiest days of the 
Prince’s life, it might be of interest 
to quote from the Illustrated London 
News of May 8, 1851: 
“As Her Majesty and Prince 
Albert entered under the crystal 
arched roof ... and as the flour- 
ish of trumpet and clarion pro- 
claimed this their state entry, a 
most deafening burst of ap- 
plause came from the concourse 
of loyal subjects around her, who 
rose to welcome the Royal pair. 
The sight was overwhelmingly 
grand. When Her Majesty had 
taken her seat.in the chair of 
state ... the national anthem 
was performed by a choir of 
nearly a thousand voices. . . His 
Royal Highness Prince Albert 
then descended from the dias, 
and read the opening address . ." 


The Queen then graciously replied 
to the Prince, and we can sense again 
that here was more than a formal 
state acknowledgement—here was a 
sincere tribute from a proud and 
happy wife to her husband: 


“...[ have observed with a 
warm and increasing interest 
the progress of your proceedings 
. and it affords me sincere 
gratification to witness the suc- 
cessful result of your judicious 
and unremitting exertions in the 
splendid spectacle by which I am 
this day surrounded. | 
“Т cordially concur with you in 
prayer, that by God's blessing 
this undertaking may conduce to 
the welfare of my people, and to 


the common interests of the 
human race, by encouraging 
the arts of peace and industry, 


in friendly and honourable riv- 
alry in the useful exercise of 
those faculties which have been 
conferred by a benificent Prov- 
idence for the good and the hap- 
iness of mankind." 


The title “Рушее Consort” was 
conferred in 1857 and was the chief 
of many honours bestowed upon 
Prince Albert. He died, after a brief 
illness, on Dec. 14, 1861.

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ANOTHER WHITEHORSE 
VENTURE 


By Walter Purkis 


A large No. 10 envelope has been 
seen from Whitehorse Y.T. It has a 
large 4144x2%” picture or “cachet” 
showing a dog team, range of 
mountains, etc, and the legends: 
“Half Way Across Canada by Dog 


Team / Whitehorse Y.T. to Winni- 
peg Man. / 1896—Visit the Yukon 
Golden Jubilee—1946 / Sponsored 


by the Businessmen of Whitehorse 
NU КА, 

This envelope was sent to the 
large daily papers, presumably con- 
taining publicity regarding this dog 


team trip. 

From what we can gather this 
dog team left  Whitehorse about 
December 1st “Carrying several 


hundred letters written on souvenir 
stationery by Whitehorse citizens 
and addressed to friends and  relat- 
ives in many parts of Canada." It 
was scheduled to arrive іп Edmon- 
ton January 10th. and did so. 

Apparently these covers were not 
postmarked at Whitehorse but were 
to be posted at Winnipeg or stops 
en route. 

As the avowed object of this stunt 
was to gain publicity and was 
“Sponsored by the businessmen of 
Whitehorse” with that object in 
view we certainly wonder why phil- 
atelic papers were not informed. 

Many collectors do take an inter- 
est in these things, including many 
professional people throughout Can- 
ada and U.S.A. Аз publicity, ар- 
parently for a Jubilee celebration in 
the Yukon this year, was the avow- 
ed object, we believe it could be ob- 
tained in a vastly greater degree by 
having these covers sent to those 
who desire them than having them 
consigned to the Waste Paper Bask- 
et as happened to the one we have. 

Reminds us that in 1928 the 
same town's businessmen spent at 
least $500 to sponsor a special edit- 
ion of the Whitehorse *STAR" sent 
on the first flight of the *QUEEN 
OF THE YUKON" from Whitehorse 
to Carcross, with the same idea of 
publicity. 

What happened to these at first 
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we do not know exactly, but ме 
believe, through the philatelic 
papers not being advised practically 
the whole consignment went dead 
and was later sold as waste paper 
or given away їп bulk: At any rate 


we do know that they passed 
through several hands before  com- 
ing to us and apparently received 


no publicity whatever until written 
up by Mr. Bond in POPULAR 
STAMPS in January, 1945.  Eigh- 
teen years dormmant! 

A nice collector’s item too, it is 
seldom these semi-official air 
stamps are ever found properly tied 
to the face of a cover by Official 
town postmarks. Now the original 
papers are being cut up to market 
the used stamps.

When Germany took over Holland she 
clamped down such a rigid censorship 
the people couldn't get any news out of 
the country.

CANADIAN TOPICS 
BY PHIL ATTS. 
AUT SCISSORS AUT ANVIL 





The *Pocket Oxford" says that a 
shillelagh is a cudgel. It is an in- 
strument of punishment peculiar to 
Irishmen. But March seems also to 
have been a month of  brickbats. 
Well, I never claimed to be as good 
a juggler as Fred Allen or Edgar 
Nelton but I can handle them all. 
Let it snow, let it rain let it snow. 

So this isn't a serious column eh? 
Well, let’s see. 

You might be interested to know 
that on December 4th, 1865, the 
American Bank Note Co. shipped to 
the Canadian P.O. department the 
following order:— 

3000 sheets of One Cent stamps. 

1000 sheets of Two Cent stamps. 

3000 sheets of Five Cent stamps. 

2000 sheets of Ten Cent stamps. 

2000 sheets of Twelve and  One- 

half cent stamps. 

Between that date and Jan. 30th, 
1866 there were other shipments. 

On Jan. 30th, 1866 the following 
were shipped:— 

0000 sheets of One Cent stamps. 

5000 sheets of Five Cent stamps. 

This latter shipment was  receiv- 
ed on Feb. 3rd, 1866. Sometime be- 
tween then and March 28th, 1866, 
the Canadian P.O. department asked 


for additional supplies of the Five 
Cent, numbering 2,000,000. On 
March 28th, 1866, the Bank Note 


Co. acknowledged this order. 

On March, 30, 1866, an order was 
received for 25,000 of the Five Cent 
envelopes. I would surmise from this 
that the P.O. dept. figured stamps 
were used in the ratio of 80 to 1 as 
against stationery. The Bank Note 
Co. quoted the price at $8.00 per M 
for stationery. Тһе P.O. Dept. said 
“No” that the price should be $3.00 
same as formerly. 

Here's a little study for the Van- 
couver Island Philatelie Society. The 
City of Victoria possesses a “Quadra 
Street". Is this an error in nomen- 
clature? It seems evident that this 
street was intended to have been 
named after the explorer, Juan 
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Francisco de la  Bodegay Quadra. 
(You will find all this in A. Stanley 
Deaville's book on the British  Col- 
umbia postal system). That man, if 
we ignore his naval rank, would 


have been addressed orally as “Sen- 
or Bodega", or, more informally, as 
“Don Juan"; never as “Senor 
Quadra". His patronymic was 
"Bodega", but, according to Spanish 
custom, he naturally added thereto 
(by means of the conjunction “у”) 
the matronymic, “Quadra”, his 
mother’s maiden surname. Hence, 
So named, the street cited does wm- 
conscious honour, if to any опо, to 
some maternal relative of Bodega's 
-—to his grandfather, his mother, 
his uncle, his maiden aunt ог his 
cousin of the first or other degree. 
... Am I right, or rather is my cor- 
respondent who first drew this to 
my attention, right? 

It now appears that I was wrong 
in my February column is reporting 
Mayor Grimmer with acquiring а 
One Cent 2-4 Upper Right of the 
Royal Visit. Actually what he ас-. 
quired was a 2-4 Upper Left which 
is entirely unique and the first опе 
to be reported.

In 1896 Venezuela issued stamps 
that caused plenty of trouble because 
the designer had incorporated part of 
the Orinoco River, claimed by British 
Guiana, into Venezuelan territory, 
In the language of the diplomat, a 
strongly worded protest was sent to 
Venezuela by the British Government. 
The offending stamps were hastily 
withdrawn. 

A few years after World War One 
ended, a beautiful 2%d Jamaica 
stamp was issued with Union Jacks

framing an illustration depicting the 
return of troops from the war. It took 
the sharp eyes of a boy scout in Eng- 
land to detect the serious blunder— 
one of the Union Jacks was upside 
down. The offending stamp is some- 
thing of a rarity today. 

The Stars and Stripes was the first 
national flag to adorn a postage 
stamp, the U.S.A. pictorial issue of 
1869 bearing the American flag. Only 
it, too, was printed topsy-turvy, and 
this particular stamp today is a great 
rarity worth hundreds of dollars.
